The Clergy and the Temperance Reform, | 


The fact is sometimes. forgotten, oroyer-. 
looked, that the clergy of the United States 
first set in motion the temperance reform of 
modern times. 
may have joined in the early efforts of tem-. 
perarice reformers. Dr. Benjamin Rush, of 
Philadelphia, especially was earnest and far 
ahead of his times in the prominent part he, 
took in attempts te expose and correct the 
evil of intemperance. As early as 1808 
that learned and truly philanthropic man 
published his treatise on “ Intemperance 
and its Remedy.” ‘We also remember the. 
testimony of a medical friend, who. aad 
been a private pupil of Dr. Rush, given to. 
us many years since, that the Doctor was in 
the habit of speaking often to his students 
on.this subject, and that he closed on one 
occasion a farewell address to them with 
this declaration: “ Gentlemen, if any one of 
you shall hereafter fail to adhere to the strict 


principles of temperance, not heeding the | 


counsels I have given you, be assured you 
will be regarded as either an apostate or an | 
imposter.” | 

From the beginning of the present cen- 
tury to the year 1826, in which the first 
Temperance Society on the _ abstinence 
principle was formed in the city of Boston, 
frequently, by the pulpit and the press, the 
cause of temperance was advocated. 


In the year 1812 a pamphlet of sixty-four 
pages was written and published by the Rev. 
M. L. Weems, author of a Life of Wash- 
ington, with the quaint title of “ The Drunk- 
ard’s Looking Glass; reflecting a faiibful 
likeness of the drunkard in sundry very in- 
teresting attitudes, with lively representa- 
tions of the many strange capers which he 
cuts at different stages of his disease: as 
first, when he has only ‘ A Drop. in his. 
Eye;’ second, when he is ‘ Half Shaved ; 
third, when he is getting ‘ A little on_the 
Staggers or so;’ and fourth, and fifth, and so 
on, till he is ‘ Quite Capsized,’ or ‘ Snug 
under the Table with the Dogs,’ and ‘can 
‘ Stick to the floor without holding on.’ By . 
M. L,. Weems, author of the Life of Wash- 
ington,” etc. Such was the title of. the 
pamphlet in “the sixth edition, greatly im- 
proved,” printed in 1818, which now lies | 
before us. The original title, as found in 
the certificate of the copyright, was this; 
“ God’s Revenge against Drunkenness; or 
the “New Drunkard’s Looking Glass ; | 
wherein the American youth may behold a

PIG PROTECTORS. 


One of the troubles ina pig-nursery is 
the over-laying of the juvenile swine by a 
careless maternal hog. It is not at all agree- 
able to the proprietor ‘of such stock, when 
he has progressed so far as to count his 
chickens after they are hatched, on visiting 
his pig-nursery in the~morning, where he 
had left, the night before, a dozen of the 
cunning little juveniles, to find half of his 
pets ‘flat and P ak as a cold johnny-cake, 
from having been lain upon by their mother. 
To secure the little porkers in their.inalien- 
able rights to life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness, we have seen a plan of this sort : 
Against the walls of the apartment devoted 
to the pig bedroom, fix a plank like a shelf, 
‘about a. foot wide and some. eight or ten 
inches from the floor, so that when a female 
swine lies down to rest, or give sustenance 
to her little folks, there will. be:a space be- 
tween her and the sides of the pen, which 
she cannot occupy,and into whichthe igs | 
can retreat in ¢ase of a pressure. Sows 
over-lay pigs from their backs, not from the 
side where the pigs get their dinner, and by 
this contrivance, the pigs are shelved away 
from harm, and the mamma may roll about 
upon her bed with impunity, whereas if she 
could press her brood to the wall, there | 
would be a smart chance for a pig-funeral, 
and many of hopeful flock would never 
arrive to the years. of discretion.—
